1 throagh, but ex pede Herculem. He is a 
Gentleman who cannot write ill. Tet ſome of our 
Criticks have fell upon it, as the Viper did on the 
Five, to the detriment of their Teeth, So that 
Criticiſm , which was formerly the Art of judging 
| well, is nom become the pure Effect of. Spleen, 

_ Paſſion and Self-conceit. Nothing is perfect in eve- 

ry Part. He that expects to ſee any thing ſo, 

muſt have patience till Dooms-day. The Wor- 
| ſhip we pay to our own Opinion, generally leads us 
f to the Contempt of anothers. This blind Idolatry 
of Self is the Mother of Errour ; and this begets 
a ſecret Vanity in our Modern Cenſurers, who, 
when they pleaſe to think a Meaning for an Au- 
thor, would thereby inſinuate how much his Judg- 
ment is inferiour to their inlightend Sagacity. 
When, perhaps, the Failings they expoſe are a plain 
Evidence of their own Blindneſs. 0 


For to diſplay our Candour and our Sence, 
Is to diſcover ſome deep Excellence. 
The Critick's faulty, while the Poet's free; 
They raiſe the Mole: hill, who want Eyes to ſee, 


Excreſcences gre eaſily perceivd by an crdinary 
Eye ; but it requires the Penetration f a Lynceuns 
bo . 5 5 Art- 
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Artfulneſs and Contrivance of it being conceal d 


from a Vulgar Apprehenſion. 


I remember ſomewhere an Obſervation of St. Evre- 
mont ( an Author whom you us'd to praiſe, and 
whom therefore I admire ) that ſome Perſons, who 
would be Poets , which they cannot be, become Cri- 
ticks which they can be. The cenſorious Grin, and 
the loud Laugh, are common and eaſy things, ac- 


+ cording to Juvenal ; and according to Scripture, 


the Marks of a Fool. Theſe Men are certainly 
in a deplorable Condition, who cannot be witty, 
but at another s Expence , and who take an un- 
natural kind of Pleaſure in being uneaſy at their 


Owns. 


Rules they can write, but, like the College Tribe, 
Take not that Phyſick which their Rules pre- 
VV ( ſſcribe.

Taſte. Tet you-know, Sir, that, after all our Care 
and Caution, the Weakneſs of vur Nature will eter- 
nally mix it ſelf in every thing we write; and an 
over curious Study of being correct, enervates the 
Vigour of the Mind, flackens the Spirits, and cramps 
the Genius of a Free Writer. He who creeps by the 
Shore, may ſhelter himſelf. from a Storm, but is 
likely to make very few Diſcoveries : And the cau- 
tious Writer, who is timorous of diſobliging the 
captious Reader, may produce you true Grammar, | 
aud unexceptionable Proſodia, but moſt ſlupid

A ſlaviſh Fear of committing an Overſight , be- 
trays a Man to more inextricable Errours, than the. 
Boldneſs of an enterprizing Author, whoſe artful 
Careleſneſs is more inſtructtve and delightful than 
all the Pains and Sweat of the Poring and Bookiſh 
Critich. )ͤ 

Some Failings, like Moles iu a beautiful Counte- 
mance, take nothing from the Charms of a happy 
Compoſure, but rather heighten and improve their 
Value. Were our modern Reflecters Maſters of more 
| Humanity. than Learning, and of more Diſcernment 
il than both, the Authors of the Paſt and Preſent 
| tl | Ages, would have no reaſon to complain of Injuſtice;

nor would that Reflection be caſt upon the beſt- 
natur'd Nation in the World, that, when rude and 
\F ignorant, we were unhoſpitable to Strangers, and

Nor i Longinus behind 
band with Ariſtotle in his Character of the ſame 
Author, when he tells us that the Greatneſs of Ho- 
mer's Soul lookd above little Trifles ( which are 
Faults in meaner Capacities ) and hurry d on to his 
Subject with a Freedom of Spirit peculiar to him+ 
ſelf.

Who knows the ſecret Springs of the Soul, and 


thoſe ſudden Emotions, which excite illuſtrious 


Men, to act and ſpeak out of the Common Road? 
They ſeem irregular to Us by reaſon of the Fondueſs 
and Bigottry we pay to Cuſtom, which 7s no Stan- 
dard to the Brave and the Wiſe. The Rules we 


receive in our firſt Education, are laid down with 


this Purpoſe , to reſtrain the Mind ; which by rea- 


ſem of the Tenderneſs of our Age, and the ungoverna- 
ble Diſpoſition of Toung Nature, is apt to ſtart 


out into Exceſs and Extravagance. But when 
Time has ripen'd us, and Obſervation has fortify'd 


the Soul, we ought to lay afide thoſe common Rules 
with our Leading-ſtrings ; and exerciſe our Reaſon 


with a free, generous and manly Spirit. Thus a 
Good Poet ſhould make uſe of a Diſcretionary 
Command; like a Good General, who may rightly - 
wave the vulgar Precepts of the Military School 


(which may confine an ordinary Capacity, and curb 


the Raſh aud Daring) if by a new and ſurprizing 
Method of Conduct, he find out an uncommon Way 


to Glory and Succeſs. |
